Peter Baxter of CUPE 
said they were set to start 
contract negotiations next 
week, but that will be 
postponed until August be¬ 
cause of the layoffs 
announced Tuesday and 
effective June 3. 

“There were rumours 
(but) we were quite 
surprised with regards to 
the size of the downsizing,” 
Baxter said Thursday. 

“We are veiy disappoint¬ 
ed with the approach the 
company is taking — 
namely to target some of 
its most senior and loyal 
workers,” he added. 

Airline owner Ken Rowe 
said the employees are be¬ 
ing offered transfers to jobs 
with the company in Cen¬ 
tral Canada. 

He said more flights are 
being operated from Cen¬ 
tral Canada, making the 
Halifax base less feasible. 

“The business we’re now 
conducting, all of our 
aircraft are pretty-well 
based in cities other than 
Halifax,” Rowe said in an 
interview. 

Baxter said he doubted 
there would be anything 
other than charter flights 
departing Halifax this sum¬ 
mer.

Long-lasting probe of expense scandal 'would be obscene': Minister 


A NDP cabinet minister 
says a police investigation 
in the province's expense 
spending scandal needs to 
conclude as quickly as pos¬ 
sible to help clear the 
taint surrounding the leg¬ 
islature. 

When asked about a 
lengthy RCMP investiga¬ 
tion possibly even ap¬ 
proaching the next provin¬ 
cial election campaign in 
three years, Energy Minis¬ 
ter Bill Estabroolcs said: 
“That would be obscene as 
far as I’m concerned.” 

Estabroolcs said all politi¬ 


cians are tarred with the 
same brush at the moment. 

“Let’s get this thing 
cleared up,” he said. “I 
would hope that the 
RCMP would move 
as quickly as possible 
to look at this issue.” 

On Tuesday, audi¬ 
tor general Jacques 
Lapointe turned over 
files relating to four 
former legislature 
members and 


current member to 
the RCMP after uncovering 
possible illegal acts during 
a forensic audit of their ex¬ 


penses. Lapointe said the 
audit was launched because 
of information forwarded 
to him from a number of 
sources after an ini¬ 
tial report on expens¬ 
es was released in 
February. 

That report high¬ 
lighted a number of 
questionable pur¬ 
chases by members 
of all three parties 
one Bill Estabrooks between July 2006 




and June 2009. The 
items ranged from genera¬ 
tors and big-screen TVs, to 
custom-built furniture, to 


an espresso machine. 

Lapointe and police have 
refused to release the 
names of those connected 
to the forensic audit, saying 
it may hinder the criminal 
investigation. 

Estabrooks said delays in 
the police investigation 
would be a concern. 

“This (scandal) has stuck 
with the public and justifi¬ 
ably so,” said Estabrooks. 

Just how quickly the case 
will proceed is impossible 
to predict, said Sgt. Brigdit 
Leger of the RCMP.

Report finds weigh 
station woes may 
have compromised 
highway safety: CBC 

probe A report from Nova 
Scotia’s ombudsman 
obtained by CBC News 
says public safety on the 
province’s highways may 
have been compromised. 

The report relates to 
workplace issues at the 
weigh station on Highway 
104 in Amherst, where in 
some cases supervisors 
overruled tickets issued by 
vehicle compliance 
officers. 

The CBC report cites a 
number of negative find¬ 
ings by ombudsman 
Dwight Bishop. 

Bishop wrote that the 
working atmosphere at 
the weigh station had led 
to lax behaviour by some 
employees. He wrote that 
some were “doing 
minimal work and not ap¬ 
plying risk-management 
principles, potentially 
compromising public safe¬ 
ty and staff health.” 

Transportation Minister 
Bill Estabrooks told the 
CBC his department has 
received the report and 
he’s aware of the issues. 

The CBC reports that 
during the investigation, 
safety officers made some 
startling admissions. 

They admitted to 
picking new trucks with 
no inspection issues 
because they were quick 
and easy to deal with. 

They admitted to letting 
trucks with possible safety 
infractions go by. 

The ombudsman found 
four cases where violation 
tickets were arbitrarily 
voided by managers.

Fells avoids termination 
but won’t return to school

Victory for Ken Fells and 
his supporters is 
bittersweet. 

The former principal is 
not fired, but he will not be 
returning to work at Gra¬ 
ham Creighton Junior High 
School in Cherry Brook. 

The Halifax Regional 
School Board released the 
decision at 2 a.m. on Thurs¬ 
day after many hours of 
hearing evidence. 

While the school board is 
mum on the incident that 
led to this possible termina¬ 
tion, Brad Barton with the 
Black Educators Association 
of Nova Scotia said they 
have received accounts of 
what happened by students 
who were there. 

Back in March, teachers 


stepped in when they no¬ 
ticed a male student was 
taking inappropriate pho¬ 
tos of a female student. 

Fells was called in when 
the student wouldn’t hand 
over the phone with the 
photos on it. 

“From all accounts we’ve 
heard, a student pushed 
the arm of the principal 
and he had his arm against 
the wall,” said Barton. 

“There were accounts 
there was an assault on the 
principal and he had to re¬ 
strain (the student).” 


More than 400 people at¬ 
tended a meeting held by 
the Black Educators Asso¬ 
ciation on Monday to ex¬ 
press their support for 
Fells, who is involved in a 
number of community ac¬ 
tivities with young people. 

About 100 of those sup¬ 
porters kept vigil outside 
the school board office in 
Dartmouth on Wednesday 
night. 

About 20 of them stuck 
it out in the rain until a de¬ 
cision was made on Thurs¬ 
day.

sion.

New charge for suspect in fatal crash

On Thursday, Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police charged 
Matthew Lesley Grimm, 
18, with failing to stop at 
the scene of an accident. 

David Alexander Julien, 
15, was in the back seat of 
a white Honda Accord 
when it crashed into a 
pole on Cranberiy Cres¬ 
cent in Dartmouth on Sun¬ 
day night. 

He died at the scene and 
his funeral is Friday. 

Witnesses say the driver 
and another passenger 
took off on foot after the 
accident. 

Two 18-year-old men 
turned themselves in the 
next day. 

The other passenger, 
Thomas Glen Dixon, 18, 
was charged on Tuesday 
with breaching a court or¬ 
der, while Grimm was 
charged with dangerous 
operation of a motor vehi¬ 
cle, two counts of breach 
of an undertaking and one 
count of breach of proba¬ 


tion. 

He was al¬ 
so ticketed 
on Thursday 
for driving 
without a li¬ 
cence, regis¬ 
tration, in- 
David Alexan- surance or a 
der Julien valid inspec¬ 
tion sticker. 

At the time, police 
didn’t charge Grimm with 
failing to remain at the 
scene because it was be¬ 
lieved the charge only ap¬ 
plied if the person drove 
away. 

But police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter said 
they laid the charge after 
further investigation into 
case law and a consulta¬ 
tion with Crown attor¬ 
neys. 

“They felt the charge 
was applicable in this case 
where it’s alleged the driv¬ 
er fled on foot,” Palmeter 
said. 

Grimm was to appear in 
court for a bail hearing on 
Thursday but instead was 
arraigned on the new 
charge and remanded 
back to the Burnside jail. 

He will be back in a 
Dartmouth courtroom on 
May 26 for his bail hear¬ 
ing.

Victims of sexual assault 
were on hand during an 
event at Province House 
Thursday. Denise Peterson- 
Rafuse, minister responsi¬ 
ble for the Advisory Coun¬ 
cil on the Status of 
Women, read a proclama¬ 
tion from Premier Darrell 
Dexter recognizing Sexual 
Assault Awareness month. 

Irene Smith, executive 
director of Avalon Sexual 
Assault Centre, said it’s the 
first such event at Province 
House recognizing sexual 
violence. 

“This event at Province 
House gives people per¬ 
mission to talk about sexu¬ 
al violence that so many 
people face.” 


Avalon Centre provides 
counselling as well as legal 
advice and health assis¬ 
tance to victims. 

Several 
agencies are 
supporting 
a new “ask” 
campaign to 
get people 
— especially 
youth to — 
“ask me if I 
want to.”

Locals join effort to 
inflate life jacket stats

About a dozen 
Haligonians joined a 
North American effort to 
create a world record for 
the most life jackets inflat¬ 
ed at once on Thursday. 

To a cry of, “Ready, set, 
inflate,” members of the 
Canadian Safe Boating 
Council, Coast Guard and 
other organizations trig¬ 
gered a range of personal 
flotation devices at 
Sackville Landing in Hali¬ 
fax. 

Their numbers were 


rounded out by two mas¬ 
cots — a polar bear and a 
life jacket — and they 
joined groups across Cana¬ 
da, the United States and 
Puerto Rico. 

Sandra Inglis with Trans¬ 
port Canada said they 
wanted to remind people 
of the dangers of boating 
without a life jacket. 

Ten people have died al¬ 
ready this year in Atlantic 
Canada and none wore a 
life jacket. Inglis said 80 
per cent of boating fatali¬ 
ties involve people not 
wearing life jackets.

Scientists make cell 
from artificial DNA 


In revolutionary research 
that may end up altering 
our definition of life, sci¬ 
entists have created the 
first synthetic cell 
powered by artificially 
created DNA. 

The achievement caps 
15 years of work by a large 
team of researchers, led by 
Craig Venter of Human 
Genome Project fame, who 
engineered a chromosome 
and inserted it into a bac¬ 
terium to create a new liv¬ 
ing entity. 

“This is the first self- 
replicating species that 
we’ve had on the planet 
whose parent is a comput¬ 
er,” Venter told a telecon¬ 
ference presented Thurs¬ 
day by the journal Science, 


which published the work. 

The cell, which contains 
more than a million DNA 
base pairs, or genetic let¬ 
ters — a mere speck com¬ 
pared with the six billion 
in human DNA — was cre¬ 
ated by writing genetic 
code on a computer, then 
combining a cocktail of 
chemicals to create 
a chromosome. 

“We start 
with four bot¬ 
tles of chemi¬ 
cals and the dig¬ 
ital code in the 
computer from 
DNA sequence,” said 
Venter. “This is an impor¬ 
tant step we think both 
scientifically and philo¬ 
sophically. 



“It certainly changed my 
views of the definitions of 
life and how life works.” 

Geneticist Stephen 
Scherer, a senior scientist 
at Toronto’s Hospital for 
Sick Children, called the 
research an “impressive 
technical feat.”

Experts warn of long-term strife in Thailand

Bangkok As soldiers 
mopped up pockets of re¬ 
sistance and the govern¬ 
ment declared it was back 
in control, fears grew 
Thursday that the tentative 
quiet restored to Bangkok 
after a bloody crackdown 
on protests may just be a 
respite from violence and 
political polarization that 
could continue for years. 

Leaders of the anti-gov¬ 
ernment Red Shirt move¬ 
ment vowed a return as 
they were taken into cus¬ 
tody. 

“I think this is a new be¬ 
ginning for the Red Shirts,” 
said Kevin Hewison, a Thai¬ 
land expert at the Universi¬ 
ty of North Carolina. “It 
will be a darker and grim¬ 
mer time of struggle and 
less-focused activities. By 
no stretch of the imagina¬ 
tion is the movement fin¬ 
ished.” 

The Thai government de¬ 
clared Thursday it had 


mostly quelled 10 weeks of 
violent protests in the capi¬ 
tal as buildings smoul¬ 
dered, troops rooted out 
die-hard holdouts. 

Some residents cautious¬ 
ly attempted a return to 
normal life a day after a 
military operation cleared 
the main commercial dis¬ 


trict of thousands of 
demonstrators, leaving 15 
dead and nearly 100 in¬ 
jured. 

Troops roamed the city 
on foot and in Humvees 
and exchanged gunfire 
with scattered Red Shirt 
holdouts.

Ma Yaohai, 53, was con¬ 
victed and sentenced on 
charges of group licen¬ 
tiousness for participating 
in group sex parties, said 
an official from the Qin- 
huai District Court in 
southeastern Nanjing. The 
official, who declined to 
give his name, refused to 
answer further questions. 

Ma, along with 21 other 
people, was arrested and 
charged last year — the 
first time anyone has been 
charged under a 1997 law 
in a case that has snagged 
huge public interest with 
its titillating details. It also 
generated debate about 
sexual freedom in a nation 
trying to reshape its own 
modern morality. Ma’s at¬ 
torney Yao Yong’an said 
his client, who was the on¬ 
ly one to plead innocent, 
plans to appeal the verdict.

time boyfriend,” according 


to the federal lawsuit. 

It says the principal gave 
the phone to George Sku- 
maniclc Jr., at the time the 
Wyoming County district 
attorney, who threatened 
to file felony child pornog¬ 
raphy charges against the 
girl unless she took a class 
on sexual violence. 

The district in rural 
northeastern Pennsylvania 
was at the centre of Ameri¬ 
ca’ s first criminal case in¬ 
volving sexting — the 
practice of sending explicit 
photos via text message — 
to reach a federal appeals

at the seemingly insa¬ 
tiable media appetite for 

— and public obsession 
with — this scandal, to 
the detriment both of 
more important issues, 
and also of 

public faith 
in elected of¬ 
ficials. 

The rea¬ 
sons for their 
unease quick¬ 
ly became ap¬ 
parent. 

Within 
hours, Kevin 
Gaudet, 

spokesperson for a self-ap¬ 
pointed lynch mob — also 
sometimes known as the 
Canadian Taxpayers Feder¬ 
ation — was telling a re¬ 
porter our legislators 
should forget the niceties 
of due process, innocent 
until proven guilty and all 
that inconsequential stuff, 
and expel forthwith any 
member even suspected of 
finagling or fudging an ex¬ 
pense from the legisla¬ 
ture. 

“Perhaps,” he suggested 

— his tongue unfortunate¬ 
ly not in his cheek but his 


foot firmly planted in his 
mouth — “that would 
raise the bar of integrity.” 

Indeed. 

In the same article — 
hopefully in response to a 
hypothetical 
question 
from the re¬ 
porter and as 
a comment 
on tactics 
rather than 
ethics — Aca¬ 
dia Universi¬ 
ty political 
science Prof. 
Ian Stewart 
mused on the likelihood 
that Independent MLA 
Trevor Zinclc is the single 
still-sitting member of the 
legislature whose expens¬ 
es the Mounties are now 
investigating. 

If that’s the case, Stew¬ 
art argued, the other MLAs 
could easily bounce him 
from the seat to which he 
was duly elected as “a 
cost-free way of attempt¬ 
ing to show they are on 
top of the integrity issue 
and they’re responding to 
the public’s outrage.” 

Fanning the outrage 


flames, Gaudet weighed in 
with the self-fulfilling sug¬ 
gestion the MLA expenses 
scandal “fuels speculation 
by the voting public, tax¬ 
payers, that too many 
politicians are a bunch of 
crooks and thieves.” 

I’ve covered Nova Scotia 
politics for 40 years. I’ve 
met a few crooks and 
thieves. Most MLAs aren’t. 
But they are human; 
thanks to lax legislation 
and less oversight, some 
found it too easy to con¬ 
fuse private benefit with 
public interest. 

Outrage over the ex¬ 
penses scandal was a 
wake-up call; this winter’s 
legislative reforms make 
the system more transpar¬ 
ent and less susceptible to 
expense fiddling. Outrage 
worked. 

But now it’s time to let 
the criminal process work. 
And move on to other 
more serious — and ex¬ 
pensive — political screw- 
ups. P3 schools, anyone.

You won’t be the first — 
or the last. 

How crazy? Crazy like a 
guy who’s planning to run 
a 276-lcilometre stretch 
along the Cabot Trail — al¬ 
most seven full marathons 
combined — in 36 hours 
without stopping next 
week. 

Hard kilometres, too: 
Starting at the Gaelic Col¬ 
lege in Englishtown, up 
and down the steep moun¬ 
tains of Cape Breton High¬ 
lands National Park, all 
the way to Baddeclc. 

You can watch him train 
for it Saturday at the Blue 
Nose Marathon expo, 
where he’ll spend 12 
straight hours on a tread¬ 
mill, and again Sunday, 
when he runs the 42.2- 
lcilometre full marathon 
in Halifax and Dartmouth. 

“There’s the obvious re¬ 
action: ‘You’re nuts,”’ 
Campbell concedes. 

But that’s the reaction 
Campbell figures he needs 
to raise money for 
Brigadoon Children’s 
Camp, a recreation facility 
for kids with chronic ill¬ 
nesses being built near 
Kentville. He hopes the 
enormity of his undertak¬ 
ing will be met with gen¬ 
erosity of equal propor¬ 
tion. 

“You need something 
that can grab people and 


make them say, ‘What in¬ 
spired this guy to do 
this?”’ Campbell explains. 
“That’s what pushed me.” 

The 42-year-old has done 
some jaw-dropping things 
before. 

He has volunteered for 
the Blue Nose for years, 
staying up all night to put 
up signs along the race 
route, only to run the full 
marathon on no sleep the 
next day. 

He’s done more than his 


share of Ironman 
triathlons and has seen 
every stretch of the Cabot 
Trail via an annual relay, 
even splitting the scenic 
route with Jody Isenor last 
year. 

But doing it solo, with 
the exception of a support 
vehicle alongside him, is 
the most drastic thing he 
has ever attempted. 

He is nervous about his 
“body holding together,” 
but figures any pain he in¬ 


curs will be for the gain of 
sick kids for years to 
come. 

“My epiphany was when 
I realized how everything 
comes easily to me,” he 
says. “Here I am, out play¬ 
ing sports and doing all 
these fun things, and 
these kids get a really 
nasty diagnosis and don’t 
get their chance to play. I 
just thought, ‘What can I 
do to help?” 

He’d be crazy not to.

and 3-0 in Philadelphia. 

Brian Gionta and Marc- 
Andre Bergeron also scored 
as the Canadiens ended the 
Flyers’ six-game winning 
streak and handed 
Leighton his first loss in 
five post-season starts. 

Simon Gagne broke 
Jaroslav Halalc’s shutout bid 
in the third period with his 


seventh goal in as many 
games since returning from 
a toe injury. Montreal out- 
shot Philadelphia 38-26. 

The Flyers lead the best- 
of-seven series 2-1 with 
Game 4 set for Saturday af¬ 


ternoon at the Bell Centre. 

Leighton saw his 
shutout run end when 
Cammalleri scored his 
13th of the playoffs at 
7:05 of the first period. 

“It was nice to get one,” 


Cammalleri said. “We just 
tried to get the puck past 
their defence and go to the 
net and the puck jumped 
out to me.” 

His shutout streak cov¬ 
ered 172:55, second-longest 


in Flyers history behind Bri¬ 
an Boucher’s 184:45 in 
2000. He had stopped 74 
consecutive shots dating to 
a Milan Lucic goal in the 
first period of Game 7 of 
the last round against 
Boston. 

Halalc made sharp saves 
early and then had little 
work as the Canadiens used 
their speed to outhustle the 
dazed-looking Flyers, who 
committed numerous 
turnovers and spent much 
of the game standing 
around watching. 

“Turnovers in any sport 
will kill you,” Flyers coach 
Peter Laviolette said. 
“We’ve got to do a better 
job of fighting for the puck 
and keeping the puck.” 

For a third straight game, 
Montreal held a wide shot 
advantage in the first peri¬ 
od (17-9), only this time, 
they scored twice.

Boss calls Crosby's agent with apology

The president of the 
International Ice Hockey 
Federation has called 
Sidney Crosby's agent to 
apologize for the 
Olympic hero’s inclusion 
in an IIHF story that 
criticized players who 
decline to take part in 
the world hockey 
championship. 

Rene Fasel spoke with 
agent Pat Brisson of CAA 
Sports one day after the 
IIHF posted a story titled 
“Saying No to Your Coun¬ 
try” on its website. The 
story, written by IIHF com¬ 
munications director Szy- 
mon Szemberg, said play¬ 
ers who chose not to par¬ 
ticipate were turning 
“their backs not only on 
the team and its fans but 
also to the system which 
developed them and made 
them rich and famous.”

ers,” Brisson told The 
Canadian Press.

He said Fasel apologized 
for “the tone” of the arti¬ 
cle and the way it referred 
to Crosby. 

Nicholson also spoke to 
NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman, who was among 
those irked by the tone of 
the story. 

“We thought the IIHF 
comments were inappro¬ 
priate and showed a lack 
of respect for our game 
and our players,” Bettman 
said in a statement. 


Nicholson was also of¬ 
fended. 

“We’re proud of who is 
putting on our jersey. ... 
We’re really proud of 
what we’ve done over the 
last number of years at 
world championships.” 

On Wednesday, Szem¬ 
berg told The Canadian 
Press that both Fasel and 
general secretary Horst 
Lichtner knew about the 
article before it was pub¬ 
lished. As of Thursday, it 
remained active on the 
website. 

Nicholson praised Cros¬ 
by for his commitment to 
the national team and in¬ 
dicated that he never ex¬ 
pected the star forward to 
make the trip to Germany.

Whether that new title is 
a promise or a simple mar¬ 
keting ploy, the fourth 
Shrek film at least does a 
good job of putting a posi¬ 
tive punctuation mark on 
a series that’s seen a rapid 
decline in quality over the 
course of the previous 
three instalments. 

The latest — and suppos¬ 
edly last — makes a valiant 
effort of recapturing the 
tone and spirit of the origi¬ 
nal Shrek, with more wise¬ 
acre takes on fairy tale 
tropes and fewer obnoxious 
pop culture references. 


Tossing on a loose-fitting 
It’s a Wonderful Life coat, 
the film picks up with 
Shrek (Mike Myers), Fiona 
(Cameron Diaz) and compa¬ 
ny enjoying their “happily 
ever after,” although the 
ogre himself isn’t so happy, 
longing for the days where 
villagers ran from him in 
fear instead of gawking 
from tour buses. 

He signs a foolish deal 
with Rumpelstiltskin 
(voiced by DreamWorks sto¬ 
ry head Walt Dohm), a pint- 
sized power-mad ginger 
who at one point had the 
keys to the kingdom in his 
grasp before Shrek went 
and ruined his plans by res¬ 
cuing Fiona. 

Shrek is then plunged in¬ 
to a world where Rumpel¬ 
stiltskin is king, he’s still a 
swamp-dwelling menace 
and none of his friends 
know him. The setup and 
plot are familiar and pre¬ 
dictable, but one thing the 


Shrek team does well — 
when they’re firing on all 
cylinders — is make the fa¬ 
miliar and predictable fun 
and exciting nonetheless. 

The animation is of 
course pristine, with some 
particularly thrilling battle 


and chase sequences tossed 
in. 

While Shrek frets 
through his existential cri¬ 
sis, the supporting cast 
provides some of the best 
laughs, as usual, with 
some new voices (Jon 


Hamm and Jane Lynch as 
members of the ogre re¬ 
sistance) along with the 
old. Eddie Murphy’s Don¬ 
key and Antonio Banderas’ 
Puss in Boots wage a fierce 
battle over who gets to the 
steal the show, but Ban¬ 


deras has the obvious 
edge, what with the Puss 
in Boots movie in develop¬ 
ment next.

review Kites has been con¬ 
ceived and executed as a 
hybrid of the world’s two 
largest industrial cinemas, 
filtering over-amped Bolly¬ 
wood melodrama through 
glossy Hollywood aesthet¬ 
ics. 

And if that’s not high- 
concept enough for you, 
the epically scaled film 
has also been “remixed” 
by producer Brett Ratner 
into a 90-minute version 
for the short-attention 
span crowd. 

Certainly, the 130- 
minute cut of Kites could 
stand some trimming, 
but part of the film’s 
charm is bound up in its 


wild excess. 

The opening scenes 
glide along on the larger- 
than-life charm of star 
Hrithik Roshan as Jay, a 
Hindi hustler waylaid in 
Las Vegas whose cash-for- 
marriage scam gets com¬ 
plicated twice over. 

Problem No. 1: He falls 
in love with the gorgeous 
Spanish girl (Barbara 
Mori) who is paying him 
to get a green card; Prob¬ 
lem No. 2: When he pur¬ 
sues her, he discovers 
she’s engaged to be mar¬ 
ried to the son of a local 
crime boss, whose daugh¬ 
ter has her own designs 
on him. 

It’s an amusingly hu¬ 
mid quadrangle, but

In general Saturday Night 
Live movies aren’t very 
good. 

Sure, there are excep¬ 
tions like The Blues Broth¬ 
ers, but for the most part 
the sketch-to-screen adapta¬ 
tions go a little bit more 
like Coneheads. 

It’s been a decade since 
Lome Michaels last ushered 
one of his popular sketches 
into movie theaters and for¬ 
tunately it’s been worth the 
wait. MacGruber may have 
started as a 90-second joke, 
but now it’s a fully realized 
and gleefully offensive 
spoof/homage of delightful¬ 
ly dumb action movies. 
There are no grating catch- 
phrases, distracting come¬ 


dian cameos, or Xeroxed TV 
gags here. Had the original 
SNL sketches not existed, 
MacGruber could stand on 
it’s own as a damn enter¬ 
taining comedy. 

If you’re not familiar 
with Will Forte’s MacGru¬ 
ber, he’s a special agent in 
the DIY MacGyver mold. Of 
course, he’s not very good 
and tends to blow things 
up. In the film he’s given a 
nemesis who is one typo a 
way from being unfit to 
print, Dieter Von Cunth (Val 


Kilmer). The movie opens 
with Cunth stealing a mis¬ 
sile and soon MacGruber 
comes out of retirement to 
stop him alongside a poten¬ 
tial love interest (Kristen 
Wiig) and a young military 
hotshot (Ryan Phillippe). 

It’s a plot you’ve seen 
many times before, but ex¬ 
aggerated just enough to be 
hilarious. 

Of course, this isn’t just 
some film school satire. It’s 
also filled with enough pot¬ 
ty mouth language, bath¬ 


room humor, and filthy 
sight gags to be a solid Pi¬ 
rated comedy. Sure, it does¬ 
n’t demand much brain¬ 
power, but sometimes 
dumb laughs are enough. 

MacGruber shouldn’t 
have been this good. Hope¬ 
fully it won’t be unfairly 
dismissed as a lazy SNL re¬ 
tread, because it’s unlikely 
that a funnier flick will be 
released this summer.

Babies

review Babies is a classic 
example of a film that says 
more by doing less. Of 
course, just what it says is 
up for debate. 

French director Thomas 
Balmes uses a deceptively 
simple concept, filming 
four babies in four different 
countries to explore the dif¬ 
ferent ways we raise chil¬ 
dren across the world, from 
birth to first steps. There’s 
no narration, interviews, 
inter or subtitles. Just 79 
minutes of babies sleeping, 
crying, crawling, walking, 
pooping and, in one case, 
escaping the machinations 
of a curious goat. 

Even the parents are 
shot mostly from the neck 
down, their dialogue muf¬ 
fled by ambient sound in 
Balmes’s Charlie Brown 


world. 

But putting the focus 
firmly on the kids ensures 
that nothing is sugarcoated 
or glossed over and the 
long shots don’t cut away 
when the baby starts to 
bawl. You’re right there 
with mom and dad, just 
wishing that the thing 
would shut up. 

Balmes says that he has 
no agenda; he’s not saying 
there’s any one way to rear 
kids. But the two extremes 
in environment and cul¬ 
ture his cast of titular char¬ 
acters are raised in — San 
Francisco and Tokyo, on 
one side, and tiny villages 
in Namibia and Mongolia 
on the other — reveals that 
he’s got some serious reser¬ 
vations about the over¬ 
scheduled, over-stimulated 
we way of raise or chil¬ 
dren. But the lack of narra¬ 
tion allows viewers to take 
what they want from this 
film. 

Two hours of cute ba¬ 
bies? You got it. Or, if you’d 
rather, a political treatise 
on the divergent values of 
the First and developing 
worlds.

Band of Horses retreat 



After shooting to fame with 2007 ’s album, Cease To Begin, indie 
act Band of Horses is back with a new release, Infinite Arms.

If you’ve ever wondered 
where Band of Horses’ laid 
back twangy sound comes 
from, here’s your answer 

— a cottage near Bob Dy¬ 
lan’s boyhood home. 

Ben Bridwell, the band’s 
lead singer, recorded the 
group’s latest disc, Infinite 
Arms, near Hibbing, Minn. 

— less than two hours from 
the Ontario border. He did¬ 
n’t pick that place to chan¬ 
nel Dylan, though, he just 


wanted to be alone. “I need 
to know that people can’t 
hear me,” he says. “It’s em¬ 
barrassing when I’m 
screaming my balls off.” 

That’s not the only se¬ 
cluded spot Bridwell has 
written in — “I’ve done it in 
a cabin on a lake, a caboose 
on an ocean and a cabin in 
the mountains,” he says. 

Wherever he writes it 
seems to be working. The 
group shot to indie fame 
in 2007 with the stunning 
disc Cease To Begin and 
the new one picks up 
where that one left off. 


For the most part, Infi¬ 
nite Arms sounds a lot like 
past efforts. Bridwell’s 
smooth, high-pitched vo¬ 
cals, rich Beach Boys-ish 
harmonies and folk pop 
sensibility permeates 
much of the disc. 

“I’m limited in my musi¬ 
cal ability,” he says. “I 
started this game late, so 
it’s not hard for me to 
sound like me.” 

But there are differ¬ 
ences. There’s more coun¬ 
try twang, the rock songs 
are louder, and each track 
is more polished. That 


could have something to 
do with the band’s new 
players. The group has 
grown from a trio to a five- 
piece over the last couple 
of years. 

“These guys are bringing 
stuff to table I wouldn’t 
write,” says Bridwell. 

It’s not just the songwrit¬ 
ers that are new, however. 
For the first time, the band 
financed and produced 
this record themselves. Go¬ 
ing the DIY route gave the 
band more freedom. It also 
allowed them to sell their 
disc to the highest bidder, 
which turned out to be Fat 


Possum records, a sub¬ 
sidiary of major label Sony 
Music. “There was really 
no doubt in my mind,” he 


says. “People have been 
knocking at the door for a 
while so I had a good feel¬ 
ing we’d get paid back.”

“She did, in fact, have 
airline tickets,” Holley told 
the judge. “From our 
standpoint, there is a valid 
reason for her not being 
here today.” 

Holley said Lohan would 
be back in the United 
States by Friday evening. 
Superior Court Judge Mar¬ 
sha Revel wasn’t satisfied, 
saying the star has a histo¬ 
ry of missing scheduled ap¬ 
pointments. 

“If she wanted to be 
here, it looks to the court 
that she could have been 
here,” Revel said. 

The judge revoked Lo¬ 


han’s probation, issued the 
arrest warrant and im¬ 
posed several conditions 
should Lohan make bail. 
She will be prohibited 
from drinking any alcohol, 
required to wear an alco¬ 
hol-monitoring bracelet 
and submit to random 
weekly drug testing. 

Lohan could be arrested 
at the airport when she re¬ 
turns, Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s spokesman Steve 
Whitmore said Thursday 
outside the courthouse.
